John F. Stevens, the former 
chief engineer of the Panama 
Canal, has issued a statement le- 
garding the enterprise. 

Mr. Stevens says that the canal 
the United States in 
its trade with South America, as 
practically all of the inhabitants of 
the Southern continent are on the 
east of the Andes; that our corn- 
eal relations with the islands 
of the Pacific and the Far East 
will be little benefited. Our coal 
and wheat centers are inland. 
Their products have to be started 
on their way by rail. When once 
loaded on cars it would not be 
cheaper to ship to the Atlantic 
and then ship to the East by the 
way of the canal than it would be 
to send diretly to the ports on our 
Pacific coast and then get on board 
ship. Furthermore, Mr. Stevens 
believes that our coal supply is 
fast diminishing, nnd that China 
will be the source of future coal 
supply. Siberia, he says, will be 
the wheat country of the future, 
with India a close second. 

Mr. Stevens maintains that the 
Panama Canal will not meet ex- 
penses, and will cost more than is 
expected. 

The idea of the canal being of 
great value to us in times of war- 
fare, he says, is absurd. Mr. 
Stevens believes that it would be 
a far wiser plan of defense to put 
the money into a greater navy.
